Goolness and 
Comfort. 


I“ MARY,—I am writing from a 


house on the Sussex Downs. Outside 

the sun is pouring down, making 
sharp silhouettes beneath the trees on the 
lawn, parching the grass, but shimmering 
on the sea and filling the air with flower 
scents. 

Glorious weather for the holiday-maker, 
but troublesome for the housewife, who tries 
to keep her rooms cool and free from summer 
pests—flies, wasps, ants and mosquitoes do 
their worst in this weather. 

There are, however, one or two fairly 
slinple ways of preducing a restful appearance 
of coolness in the house on even the hottest 
days. Whenever possible all carpets should 
be rolled up and stored away, with plenty 
of camphor balls. This is simple, when 
floors are of parquetry or polished wood, but, 
even if your floor is of ordinary deal boards, 
it is worth while to stain them over and 
finish with a quick-drying varnish, especially 
in the sittingrooms. 


Essentials Only. 


Every piece of unnecessary furniture should 
also be banished, since in this month most 
people spend a good deal of time out of doors, 
and it is often possible to put away a number 
of extra chairs and small tables. 

Ornaments should at no time be allowed 
to accumulate, but in summer especially one 
should have as few as possible—a few large 
bowls and jars for flowers are all that is 
required for adequate decoration. The absence 
of hric-a-hrac also facilitates dusting, which 
in summer becomes a more difficult job’ than 
usual. : 

Very often, too, a lot of pictures may be 
removed. Bare walls look much cogler than 
walls covered with frames, however attractive 
the pictures they hold. 

The draping of windows is a very im- 
portant point. Usually the inner curtains 
may be left up if they are of a. suitable 
colour, blue, green and light amber bem, 
perhaps, the coolest-looking shades. For 
the second set of curtains muslin or 
net are the best materials, in crisp 
white, yellow or pale green. They hillow 
pleasantly in the lichtest hreeze. and make 
us imagine we are cooler than the tempera- 
ture really warrants. 


Window Wisdom. 


Heavy curtains shut out draughts in 
winter; in summer they serve another pur- 
pose, for they help to keep out the sun- 
scorched aid and to shut in the coolness «of 
morning. ‘They are really essential where sun 
blinds or Venetian blinds are not in use, 
Another point: few people take the trouble 
to consider the proper opening and shutting 
of windows in summer time. Even sun blinds 
will not keep a room cool if the windows are 
left wide open “when the sun is on them. 

Windows should be thrown wide open 
whenever they are in shadow, and-shut fast 
when the sun comes to that quarter. In this 
way the air in the house is kept constantly 
cooler than the air outside, and some circula- 
tion of air will always be obtained if the 
doors are left open in the shadowed rooms, 

As a. st luxurious touch in the dog-days 
you should burn a little eau-de-Cologne in a 
saucer to fill the room with cool fragrance. 
or dip a small piece of sponge in oil of 
lavender, place it in a gaily-coloured muslin 
sag and snspend it by a ribbon from the 
electrolier. 


The Food Problem. 


It is perhaps a commonplace to say that 
in summer all food should be kept under 
ccver to avoid attracting insect pests. A 
.efrigerator js the ideal store—failing this, a 
block of ice should be kept in the meat-safe. 
All food Jeft on the pantry shelves should 
be covered with squares of butter-muslin 
large enough to be tucked in all round nght 
under the dishes 

Pantry and kitchen windows may be made 
fly-proof by having a light wooden frame 
made to it the window exactly and covered 
with butter-muslin tacked firmly on each side. 
It is. also a good plan to spray the windows 
from outside with paraffin from time to time. 

Odd corners offer ideal nurseries for flies 
and wasps to hatch.out. new families to 
to afflict their human landlords, so every 
cranny offered by picture-rails, door-frames 
and window ledges should be thoroughly 
dusted and sponged over with a fairly strong 
solution of disinfectant, though the solution 
should first be tested in an out-of-the-way 
spot to make sure it will not stain the wood- 
work. It is better to do this beforehand 
than to find it necessary to spray the rooms 
frequently when some pest has been allowed 
to establish itself. However, if this has 
occurred, the trouble of spreving with one of 
the patent devices now easily obtainable is 
well worth while, and a hundred times more 
sanitary than a collection of filthy fly-papers. 

In flats or any house where kitchen scraps 
and rubbish cannot be burnt or cleared every 
day it is essential to pour a strong dhs- 
infectant into the dustbin at least twice a 
dav. 

Finally, it is useful to know that the garden 
ean help one to keep flies at bay; for they 
hate the scent of mint and mignonette.—

i find the temperature in the Free State soaring 


to similar altitudes before the summer is over. 
So here are a few tips on keeping cool. 

In hot weather clothes should be light- 
weight, few and loose-fitting. 

Light woollen underwear is cooler than 
silk or cotton. Those deceptivelv cool-looking 
frocks of transparent muslin, voile, georgette. 
let in more heat than the more substantial 
non-heat-conducting light wool, thick silk or 
fairly heavy cotton, which need no lining and 
can be worn with the very minimum of gar- 
ments underneath. | 

White. green, blue, grey and all the neutral 
shades look cooler, feel cooler and actually 
do attract less sun-rays than red, yellow, 
brown or black. 

Light breakfasts and light luncheons, fresh 
fruit and salads, less meat and more fish and 
eggs, the heavier meal at the close of the 
day, are some of the points to be considered 
in suitable hot-weather dieting. 

A tepid bath in the morning has a far more 
tonic effect and keeps one cool much longer 
than an ice cold one. 

Tea. served milkless and hot in the Chinese 
cr Russian style, with one lump of sugar or a 
slice of lemon is more refreshing than iced 
Those who test it out for them- 
selves will find that they are far cooler within 


ten minutes of drinking such tea than after 


eating ice-cream, 
Ice-cream is food, very nutritious, but not

This was 
once a marvellous pendant, fashioned in 
the guise of a peacock in his pride—i,e, 
with tail outspread. This gem of the 
jewellers’ art was exhibited, as we read 
on Page 303 of ‘‘ La Bijouterie Francaise 
au XIX, Siéele’”’, “a  Vexposition 
rémarquable de Baugrand en 1867, et lui 
ealút le Crotx de la Légion d’Honneur.”’

In the Throne Room there is a second 
diamond and enamel peacock, once the 
property of an Indian Ranee. On a 
carved and gilded table, with mosaic top, 
in the same sumptuous apartment, stands 
a golden bowl of Burmese or, perhaps, 
Indian work, which was found in King 
Theebaw’s Palace at Mandalay in 1886. 
It is set with uncut diamonds and de- 
corated with oriental designs in crimson 
enamel. In the Entrance Hall, better 
known as the Hall of the Guilds, there 
is an interesting jewel in the form of a 
gold and enamel fountain. In the centre 
of this rises a tiny spray of brilliants, 
which, revolving by clock-work, gives the 
impression of a jet of water playing in 
the sunlight. The provenance of this 
specimen is doubtful, but experts think it 
French of the late eighteenth century.

We regret to announte the death of the 
Richt Honourable Jonathan Hogg, which 
took place at his residence, Stratford, tath- 
gar, Dublin, on Saturday. He was aged 82 
year's. 

” The late Mr. Hogg was for more than half 
a century a familar figure in trading and 
commercia? tirtles in’ the City of Dublin. He 
was a son of the late Mr. William Hogg, of 
Craigmore.

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JUBILEE OF LIVERPOOL 
CATHEDRAL. 
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Never since its consecration has Liverpool 
Cathedral been the centre of so impressive 
a scene as that which marked the hallowing 
of its jubilee yesterday, when nearly two 
hundred bishops from all parts. of the world 
took part in the Service and ceremonies. 
The clergy, in procession, took half an hour 
to file to their places in the chancel at either 
side of the great altar. A tribute was paid 
in the memory of the late Bishop Chavasse 
by trumpeters, who sounded a call over his 
grave before ‘the principal Service began. 

Dr. Temple, who preached, said that Liver- 
pool, before all else, was a great port. The 
Diocese of Liverpool, therefore, had in a 
very special degree the task of hallowing 
international commerce and the relationships 
of those who were engaged in it. Commerce 
was a form of mutual service between 
nations, the most Chrisizan thing that man 
could possibly conceive. They in Liverpool 
were responsible for ministering to that

A Primary Need. 


Dr. Hyp. 


During a holiday in Donegal. writes, 
a correspondent, I have been impressed by 
the fact that the first inecessity for those 
resorts which are jist beginning to cater 
for the tourist traffic is an adequate water 
supply. As a typical example, one 
village with which I am acquainted has a 
population of from 4250 to 400 persons 
who obtain their water from a single well. 
Duriag the summer this resource is con- 
siderably depleted, a circumstance which 
occurs Just at the time when the visitors 
begin to arrive. It is only by conserving 
rain-water that the inhabitants, under 
these conditions, are able to meet their 
ordinary requirements. Sinee an 
abundant supply of fresh water is an 
absolute necessity to health and comfort, 
visitors will soon cease to patronise places 
where the water supply is inadequate, no 
matter how good the accommodation may 
be in other respects In the particular 
instance which I have in mind there is 
plenty of water available in mountain 
lakes a few miles away. For the health 
of the inhabitants, and the development of 
the district, the utilisation of such 
supplies is absolutely essential. 


Cures. 


Old superstitions die hard, even in these 
days of science, and if the ancient 
“ cures "’ of earlier centuries are no longer 
practised in Ireland, the memory of some 
of them is still preserved. This was 
brought home forcibly to a friend of miae 
a few days ago. This friend was troubled 
with that irritating complaint, a sty cn 
the eyelid. As is usual in cases like this, 
nearly everybody he met had a ‘special 
remedy of his own to prescribe.

Sand Flea. 


In nearly all the seaside places I have 
been in in France (writes a correspondent) 
I have noticed ‘quantities of sand fleas. 
ome particularly plenti- 
ful in the. evening towards sunset and 
there are always large quantities’ of them 
near seaweed. In view of the kelp 
industry about to be set up in Ireland it 
is, perhaps, fortunate that sand fleas 
do not patronise our shores, as they 
devour seaweed very rapidly. I have seen 
a bunch of them an inch and a half thick 
and four inches in length settle on some 
branches of seaweed and destroy them 
entirely in ten minutes. I have noticed 
these fleas, yellow in colour and whose 
average length is one-eight of an ifich, 
on the coast of Brittany, La Vendée and 
Normandy. They are so numerous arfd 
hop .about with such ceaseless 
activity that one imagines that one must 
kill hundreds of them at every step. 
Actually, however, they are most skilful 
in evading one’s feet, although they 
swarm over them and under them at 
all times except the one fatal moment. 


The Call of the Sea. 


They say that you cannot ever kill the 
love that a sailor bears for the sea. 

In my post-bag this morning I found a 
letter franked with a Spanish postmark ; 
it told me of the voyage of a tiny yacht 
and of thé adventures of a man who, 
single-handed, had @iled her from the 
Shannon to Vigo in the teeth of fierce 
head-winds. I happen to know that the 
yachtsman in question had, when a 
youth, tried to enter the Royal Navy and 
that he had failed because some years 
previously he had lost the tip of one 
finger in an accident. 

Now, on the yacht Imogen, a neat, 
twenty-five footer, the man who was 
““ turned down’’ by the Admiralty, is 
waiting alongside at Vigo while a bob- 
stay, which was carried away in an 
Atlantic gale, is being replaced. 

He is Captain Otway Waller, of Inver- 
nisk, Banagher, and when the necessary 
repairs are effected he proposes to con 
tinue the voyage to the Azores. His only 
‘‘companions’’ on the trip have been a 
wireless set—which, he says, “ got sea- 
sick ’’ and refused to work for days—and 
three watches, all of whith stopped one 
night in the thick of a storm. Later, 
however, the wireless set recovered, and 
Captain” Waller was not only able to set 
his watches by the time signal, but had 
also the peculiar experience of hearing 
the B.B.C. ask Atlantic liners to keep a 
sharp look-out for himself and his craft. 
His only worry at present seems to be a 
shortage of British cigarettes ; for he says 
that he finds Spanish cheroots unpalat- 
able and unsatisfying.

Since its inception the County Cork 
Farmers’ Union has at all times. had the 
interests of its members in view, not 
only in regard to matters pertaining ‘o 
the great agricultural industry of the 
country, but also on problems of local and 
national administration. With their 
energetic Secretary, Mr. E. J. Cussen, 
as the guiding force, an elaborate system 
of co-operative buying and selling has 
been established during the past few years, 
and the many-sided activities of the 
Union: have proved of immense. value to 
the agriculturists in this area. 

Another forward step that has recently 
been taken is the appointment of an 
Economy and Vigilayce Committee, which 
has been set up with a view to the pro- 
motion of retrertthment in national and 
local expenditure. In thus keeping a 
close watch on the actions, not only of 
their own representatives, but also those 
of other political parties, it is hoped that 
a greater interest will be fostered in ad- 
ministrative affairs, while scrutiny of 
national and county estimates should also 
bring suggestions for possible means of 
economy. 

This action has been taken on the 
advice of Very Rev. Canon Barrett, P.P.. 
V.F., a prominent membér of the Union, 
and no member of the Dail or local Coun- 
cils is permitted to act on the Committee. 
Canon Barrett believes that his resolution 
provides the real cure for the difficulties 
of the farmers at the present time. 

‘‘Laxge numbers of them,” he said, 
‘have been led on a futile chase of a 
will-o’-the-wisp called de-rating, which 
forms no remedy whatsoever, and merely 
accentuates those troubles, especially tn 
regard to the small farmers.” De-rating, 
he added, simply meant an inequitable 
distribution of public money; for, 1f the 
rates were taken off, the money required 
for public services would have to be pro- 


cured through other means of taxation. 
It was their business to see where the 
money was to come from, and to ensure 
that the burden should not be taken off 
the ‘‘ big fellow ” and placed on the shoul- 
ders of the ‘‘ small man,” who was 
already overburdened.

One Government has followed another with 
lavish promises, but the tide of y- 
ment has continued to rise inexorably 
while the politicians have been prattling 
about their panacea. Empire free 
trade has gained thousands of converts. 
Men who all their lives have been 
tireless advocates of free trade, in the 
narrow sense, have embraced the latest 
creed with almost missionary fervour, and 
the assumption is growing that the next 
general election will return a Government 
pledged to support Lord Beaverbrook’s 
proposals, We are convinced of the sound- 
ness of Empire free trade—particularly 
as it would affect the economic relations 
between Great Britain and Ireland—but 
we must admit that many difficulties of the 
most formidable kind must be overcome 
before the idea of aself-contained Empire, 
practising free trade among its constituent 
parts, but imposing heavy tariffs against 
the outside world, is likely to become an 
accomplished fact. A start ‘could be made 
at once by an arrangement between the 
Free State and her two neighbours,, and 
the certain success of that experiment 
might result in the early extension of the 
scheme to the whole Empire. In the mean- 
while, certain facts of some im- 
portance must be considered. 

In the first place, the attitude of the 
overseas Dominions must be taken into 
account. An Imperial Conference will 
be held in London two months hence, 
when, no doubt, the whole problem will 
be discussed. thoroughly; but it is known 
that some of the Dominions, while

anxious to obtain the maximum benefits 
from Empire free trade, are hesitating 
over its obligations. They are more than 
eager that Britain shall levy taxes on 
foreign foodstuffs and raw materials in 
order that their products may be allowed 
free entry. They are not so ready, how- 
ever, to allow British goods free entry 
into their territories, especially if those 
goods compete directly with their native 
manufactures. In the next place, India 
presents a complicated problem. She has 
fiscal autonomy, and it will be extremely 
difficult to persuade her manufacturers— 
particularly her cotton spinners—that the 
free admission of British goods will pay 
them in the long run. Without India, no 
comprehensive scheme of Empire free trade 
will be possible. Finally, there are the 
Crown Colonies, and here, again, serious 
obstacles arise. Nearly all the Crown 
Colonies derive a very substantial portion 
of their incomes from import duties, which 
admittedly are revenue taxes. A writer 
in the Spectator points out that the 
imposition of high tariffs on foreign 
imports to the Crown Colonies, accom- 
panied by the exemption of British goods 
from duty, would look perilously like 
‘ exploitation,’’ since the natives cannot 
speak for themselves, and the Imperial 
Government would be forced to take the 
responsibility for the change. 

All these points will. be considered at 
the Imperial Conference, and an attempt 
be made to devise some form of 
agreed solution. There no real 
reason why a tax on foreign food should 
increase the cost of living. Britain ought 
to be able to import sufficient food from 
the Dominions—notably from Ireland—to 
feed her population with comfort ; and, if 
prices should rise slightly, the con- 
comitant increase in British purchasing 
power, caused by a revival of trade in 
the manufacturing industries, would more

than compensate the workers as a class. 


None of the participants in the scheme 
can hope to have matters both ways. 
They must take the rough with the 
smooth ; but the cost of Empire free trade 
would be infinitely less than the gains 
that would accrue to them, The recent 
election in Norfolk, at which a Labour 
held by an extremely 
majority, . indicates that the 
masses in England are beginning to 
think that the plan is worth a trial. Of 
the Cobdenites are up in arms 
against it; but they seem to ignore the 
fact that free trade within the. Empire is 
a vastly. more important thing than free 
trade for “ Little England.’’

Indeed, the ingrained objection of British 
Liberalism to protection in any shape or 
form may postpone the achievement of 
Empire free trade for some years. 
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The New Cathedral. 


At last the long-cherished project of a 
Roman Catholic cathedral for Dublin 
draws nigh to fulfilment. The Most 
Reverend Dr. Byrne announces that 
Merrion square has been purchased from 
the Earl of Pembroke, and will come into 
the Church’s hands eight years hence, 
when the lease now held by the square’s 
commissioners will have expired. On this 
fine site the new cathedral will be built, 
and consideration of the problem of finance 
will begin after Dublin has bidden fare- 
well to the Eucharistic Congress of 1932. 
Roman Catholic Ireland never has ac- 
cepted the existing Pro-Cathedral as a 
shrine worthy of the faith which the 
nation’s capital predominantly holds. 
Now the reward of her patience is in sight, 
and we think that her rejoicing will not 
lack the sympathy and good-will of other 
In one aspect, 
indeed, of this high project Irishmen of all 
creeds may claim a personal concern. We 
have no doubt that the cost of the new 
cathedral will be met without difficulty, 
through the Roman Catholic piety. of 
Treland and of other lands. Less certain, 
perhaps, is that happy combination of 
religious zeal, taste and patriotism which 
at intervals in human history produces 
masterpieces of ‘art. Dr.. Byrne and his

building did not die with the “fifteenth 
century. Already new ideas, working upon 
old achievements, are building fanes that 
will be the glory of future ages. There is 
the Byzantine cathedral at Westminster. 
There is the half-completed Anglican | 
cathedral at. Liverpool, that blends—a 
miracle of harmony—the Gothic lightness 
with an ‘almost Mycenwan grandeur. 
Soon, at Liverpool also, will rise a Roman 
Catholic cathedral of novel, yet profoundly 
impressive, design, The nave of the 
Anglican cathedral at Liverpool, when 
sompleted, will eclipse that of Winchester 
—now the longest in England—and 
itself will be eclipsed when Liverpool's 
Roman Catholic cathedral is built. 
Roman Catholic Dublin may not aspire to 
such vast proportions, but why should she 
not aspire to the possession of a cathedral 
that will embody the last triumphs of 
architecture with the best that is old and 
the best that is young in the spirit of the 
Irish race? When Liverpool sought her 
cathedral architects her eyes “were upon 
genius alone; and so it befalls that the 
Anglican cathedral has been designed by 
a Roman Catholic and the Roman Catholic 
cathedral by an Anglican. We hope that 
Dublin’s new cathedral will be a gift of 
beauty to all Irishmen and to the whole 
world. It will occupy, like Cologne 
Cathedral, an unusual site in the centre 
of a busy and prosperous area, though, no 
doubt, its influence in due time will affect 
residential character. In- 
cidentally, the cathedral project finally 
excludes Mevrion square as a site for the 
National War Memorial. How long will 
that debt, due and grievously overdue to 
Irish valour, remain unpaid? Even a Pro- 
Memorial—like the Pro-Cathedral—would 
be a less ungrateful and less ungracious 
thing than no Memorial at all. 
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A Poet’s Garden. 


Italy has devised a happy tribute to the 
memory of her greatest poet. In the 
autumn of this year fifteen acres of wooded 
land near Mantua will be dedicated to 
Vergil. That the memorial tract may 
possess a living and intimate association, 
it will contain specimens of the two 
hundred trees and plants that are 
mentioned in the poet’s works. The-idea 
is not new. An Italian architect sub- 
mitted plans, which received official 
approval, during the Napoleonic wars ; but 
lack of funds prevented their realisation. 
Early in this century the scheme was 
mooted a second time, but the Great War 
intervened. Presumably, nothing will in- 
terfere on this occasion. There have been 
similar proposals. In particular, it has 
been suggested that Shakespeare should be 
commemorated by a garden planted with 
the many flowers mentioned in his works ; 
but, so far as we are aware, nothing has 
been done to put the proposal into effect. 
Such memorials have a peculiar fitness. 
The great poet does not die, and it is apt 
that living things, rather than marble or 
gilded monuments, should symbolise the 
poet whose fame is deathless. Vergil’s 
wood, moredver, will recall his own days 
on earth; for the planted area is being 
made to resemble, as closely as possible, a 
Roman garden of the first century before 
Christ. An open space at the end of a 
broad walk flanked with poplars is 
designed for festivals, meetings and 
pageants. If only the honoured tract does 
not degenerate into an arena for political 
gladiators, Italian men and women will 
keep carnival beneath the trees that 
sheltered Menalcas and Lavinia’s maidens. 
We feel that Vergil would have approved, 
and hope that an excess of splendour will 
not mar this memorial to a poet who in 
his life was humble. 
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Mechanised Warfare. 


How far future wars, if there are to be 
future wars, will depend on mechanism 
rather than man-power is a hard question. 
Brigadier J, F. C. Fuller, writing in the 
current issue of The Fighting Forces, is 
among those who hold that fighting will 
become “ but a function of war and not 
an end in itself."" He observes that, 
whereas England entered the Great War 
with far less military experience than any 
combatant except the United States, she 
alone among the nations has realised since 
then the supreme importance of the 
machine and alone would enter a new 
war adequately prepared. On the other 
hand, in regard to details she has ‘‘ been 
hallucinated by cost and size.’’ Thus she 
discusses the merits of light, medium and 
heavy tanks, when she ought rather to 
establish the functions of the machines 
required, and then to build machines 
that will express those functions. 
Machines, says Brigadier Fuller, ought to 
be built for specific purposes, correspond- 
ing vaguely to the functions of various 
classes of warships; “ battle tanks ’’ and 
‘‘ destroyer tanks’’ would give a fairer 
idea of what was necessary. The designer 
must have a complete picture of 
the seat of war and a full knowledge 
of the strategy proposed. Apparently, 
therefore, the next war will be won by 
the belligerent whose ability to design and 
build machines is greatest and quickest. 
If Brigadier Fuller's prvuphecies are 
brought to fulfilment, the offensives of 
the future will be directed by war offices 
of inventors and carried out by armies of 
mechanics. The trouble is still that some-

NEWS OF THE CRASH.

Matthews, who was born at Netley 
twenty-eight years ago, was interested in 
flying from his boyhood. He was appren- 
ticed at the Avro Works, Hamble, and 
subsequently worked there as a test 
mechanic. He served with some of the 
best known pilots of the day, and made 
test flights with Mr. Bert Hinkler. He 
did not take his pilot’s certificate until the 
beginning of June. . 

Matthews had remarked that he hoped 
one day to beat Hinkler’s Australia flight 
‘‘ record,’’ but nothing was known of the 
details of his plans when he started on 
his present flight. 

Matthews’s father told a reporter ves- 
terday :~—‘‘ We have been without tidings 
of any sort since Thursday of last week,

ARCHBISHOP BYRNE'S 
STATEMENT. 


MERRION SQUARE. 


— 


£10,000. : 


Work on the building of a great Roman 
Catholic Cathedral fíor Dublin will 
begin in a few years' time. : 

Merrion sguare, which will be the site of 
the structure, has been purchased 
from the Earl of Pembroke for 
£10,000. 

The Commissioners of Merrion square, a 
statutory body, hold the ground 
within the square for a term of 147 
‘years. This term expires on May Ist, 
1938, 
handed over to the Roman Catholic 
Archbishop of Dublin. 

The money to build the Cathedral will be 
raised after the Eucharistic Congress, 
which will meet in Dublin during 
1932.. 

In the following letter to the Administra- 
tors of the Pro-Cathedral, Marl- 
borough street, and St. Andrew’s, 
Westland row, the Most Rev. Dr. 
Byrne, Archbishop of Dublin, writes 
of his desire to build a Cathedral. He 
says: ‘‘ At long last a noble site has 
been acquired, which makes the 
erection of a Cathedral no longer an 
impossible dream.”’ 


DR. BYRNE'S LETTER. 
Archbishop’s House, 
Dublin, 12th July,. 1930. 

Very Rev. AND Dean FatHer,—For 
many years the Catholic people of Dublin 
have felt keenly that the Pro-Cathedral, 
Marlborough street, was not only inade- 
quate, but unworthy, as a Cathedral of 
the capital of this Catholic nation. It is 
not my wish to depreciate unduly our 
Pro-Cathedral—God forbid! I have too 
deep an affection for it (and its 
parishioners). It would be strange in- 
deed if I did not love it—I lived so long 
under dts shadow, and when I had left it 
I came back to it to be consecrated 
bishop, and there I was received as the 
successor of St. Laurence. A few years 
ago it became necessary to effect some 
restorations in the Pro-Cathedral. Many 
structural repairs, which for the most 
part do not strike the eye of the casual 
observer, were found to be necessary. I 
took the opportunity of the presence of 
the contractors, with all requ'site appli- 
ances on the spot, to make considerable 
extensions to the church with a view to 
giving the congregation more room and 
more air-space, both of which were badly 
needed. It must, however, be admitted 
that, notwithstanding all these improve- 
ments, the fine and dignified church, 
built before Catholic Emancipation, and 
destined to serve for many years to come, 
remains inadequate as a Cathedral for 
Catholic Dublin and is still not worthy of 
the Catholicism of the Irish nation. 

The great and vital obstacle to the 
building of a worthy Cathedral was the 
securing of a suitable site. We cast long- 
ing eyes on several sites and got the 
greatest help from some of the highest in 
the land. Nothing came of these negotia- 
tions—fortunately ; for the best was yet 
to come. 

Some time 
knowledge that it would be possible 
to buy Merrion square (that is, the 
part within the railings) from the Earl 
of Pembroke and Montgomery. His 
representative was approached by a 
well-known Dublin Catholic gentleman, 
and if was found that Lord Pembroke 
was prepared to sell the square as a 
Cathedral site. It was understood that 
the interest of the Merrion square Com- 
raissioners should be acquired at the same 
time. 

The Commissioners of Merrion square, 
who are a statutory body brought into 
being by an Act of Parliament in 1791, 
hold the ground within the square for 
the term of one hundred and forty-seven 
years, expiring on May Ist, 1938. The 
acquisition of the Commissioners’ interest 
in the Square was not found feasible, and 
that ended the matter for the time being. 

The scheme lay dormant for a consider- 
able time before any further move was 
made in the matter. Then I made a 
formal offer through Lord Pembroke’s 
agent to buy the Square from Lord Pem- 
broke as a Cathedral site, leaving the 
Commissioners exactly as they were. This 
offer was accepted, and an agreement 
between Lord Pembroke and myself has 
been signed. The purchase price was 
fixed at £10,000. The diocese will not 
enter into possession until May, 1938.

ifferent circumstances. 

To the authors of this latest report, as 
to those of that of the Trades Union Con- 
gress, so far as tariffs are concerned, it is 
clearly enough all a matter of expediency 
in each particular case. An equally 
significant similarity between these two 
documents, so widely different in origin, 
is that they both urge the immediate 
creation of machinery for the ‘‘ further 
deyelopment of inter-Commonwealth trade 
and for the best possible distribution of 
economic activities within the British 
Commonwealth.’’ The quotation is from 
the Trade Unionist report; it might 
almost equally well be from that of the 
Joint Preparatory Committee. 


EXISTING MACHINERY. 

|. Both take as their model for such 
machinery that which already exists for 
economic study and consultation in 
the organisation of the League 
of Nations, and both are evidently 
impressed with the anomaly that better 
facilities exist for discussing economic 
problems with foreign countries than for 
such discussion within the Empire. If 
they concur with regard to the necessity 
for the economic organisation of the Em- 
pire, and with regard to the first imme- 
diate steps to be taken to that end, they 
are no less in harmony as to the spirit 
in which the task is to be undertaken. 
Both declare that the question should not 
be approached merely from the United 
Kingdom point of view, and that “any 
policy suggested must take into full 
account the economic interests of each 
part of the Empire.’’ The words this 
time are those of the Joint Preparatory 
Committee, but the trade unienist docu- 
ment was equally emphatic. 

The trade unionists were careful to 
point out that déliberate and conscious 
concentration on the economic develop- 
ment of.our own Empire ‘‘ would not 
interfere with our policy of world- 
federation through the League,’’ or with 
‘‘ other international agreements for par- 
ticular industries.’’ The Joint Commit- 
tee of business men go even further. ‘‘ The 
object in view should be,” they, say, ' net 
only to increase the volume of trade 
within the Empire,. but by organising 
the Empire upon sound economic lines to 
enable it to contribute as a unit in a 
larger degree than at present to the total 
volume of world trade.” When the Im- 
perial Conference meets in September the 
Government will have some of the greatest 
openings for constructive statesmanship 
that anv Ministry could desire. Mr. 
Macdonald and Mr. Thomas seem to 
realise the value of the occasion. If they 
fail to rise to the level of the opportunity 
which it offers, it will not be because public 
opinion has failed to let them know 
beforehand what it hopes and expects 
from them. 
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TRAMCAR PLUNGES 
INTO RIVER.

70 PEOPLE DROWNED AT 
BUENOS AIRES. 
From Reurer’s CORRKSYONDENT, 
BUENOS AIRES, Saturday. 

According to the latest estimates at 
least seventy persons lost their lives 
through a tram falling into the little 
river known as the Riachuelo, which 
separates Buenos Aires from the town of 
Avellaneda. The tram should have crossed 
by a cantilever bridge made of two 
sections, one of which was raised at the 
time the accident took place. 

It is believed that the driver, owing to 
a heavy fog which prevailed at the time, 
failed to see that the bridge was open 
and ran his tram straight into the river. 
All the passengers were trapped, and 
only three, who were seated on the rear 
platform, managed to escape. !

EARL HOWE’S VIEWS. 


Earl Howe, in an interview with the 
Irish Times representative, yesterday 
morning on the boat at the North Wall, 
spoke of many things concerning racing.

SKELETONS AND 
MUMMIFIED BODIES, 
From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
MADRID, Sunday. 

Whilst engaged in repairing a wail 
adjoining the Santa Cruz Church in 
Cuenca, party of workmen came upon 
a hole, which proved to be a window 
leading into a room some eighteen by 
twenty-one feet. On investigation, says 
the newspaper, El Liberal, the chamber, 
which resémbled a dungeon, was found to 
contain a large number of skeletons and 
mummified bodies. Most of the bodies 
were in such a posture as to indicate that 
death had taken place in dreadful condi- 
tions. and the belief is expressed that the 
unfortunate victims may have been buried 
alive in the days of the Fnauisition. Many 
of the bodies were found to have around 
the waist a rope, with which they had 
apparently been let down through a hole 
from above. The window which led to the 
gruesome discovery Was 80 placed that the 
victims’ sufferings could be watched from 
the outside.

THE PRO-CATHEDRAL. 


The foundation-stone of the present 
Pro-Cathedral was laid by the Archbishop 
of Dublin, Dr. Troy, in 1815. The building 
was not completed, however, until 1826, 
when it was opened by Dr. Troy s succ- 
eessor, the Most Rev. Dr. Murray. It 
was designed by an architect named John 
Sweetman, of Raheny, who had studied 
for many years in Paris. 

The front portico was copied from the 
Temple of Theseus at Athens and from 
the Temple at Paestum, near Naples. 
The interior of the church was modelled 
on that of the Church of St.. Philippe de 
Roule, Paris. | 

The Pro-Cathedral as then built stood 
unaltered for more than a hundred years, 
until a couple of years ago, when it was 
found necessary to replaster the interior 
and carry out certain structural altera- 
tions. 

The scheme of structural alteration in- 
volved the incorporation of St. Kevin's 
Chapel on the north side and the space 
occupied by the portico and the old 
sacristy on the sou

COST OF THE INDIAN

There are several interesting items in a 
supplementary estimate, issued on Saturday 
last, for £255,683. 

‘Tne grant-in-aid to rating authorities in 
Scotland in respect of the loss of rates has 
been increased by £200.000 to £1,000,000. 

The estimated expenditure to be borne b 
the British Government in connection with 
thre forthcoming Indian Constitutional Con- 
ference is estimated at £35,000, and provision 
is made for this sum. This is estimated to be 
half the cost of the Conference, the other half 
being borne by Indian funds. 

The appointment of Mr. J. H. Thomas as 
Secretary for Dominion Affairs has resulted 
in £7,450 being added to the Dominion Office 
vote for the salaries, wages and allowances of 
the secretariat. The Colonial Office also 
wants an additional £4,000 for the establish- 
ment of a personnel division, as recommended 
by the Comimttee on the system of appoint- 
ment in the Colonial Office and the Colonial 
Services. 

Secretarial and other assistance íor tha 
Inter-Parliamentary Union Conference, to be 
held in London this year, are ‘set down at 
£410. Uther expenditure, amounting to 
£1,500, will be met from the Government 
Liospitality Fund and other votes. 

Included in repayments to the Civil Con- 
tingencies Fund of £6,823 is the sum of .£200 
12s., the remitted stamp duties payable on 
the Royal warrant, letters patent and docket 
conferring a Viscounty upon Field-Marshal 
Lord Plumer . 

The remitted stamp duties on the conferring 
oí Baronies on Mr. Sidney Webb. Sir John 
Sankey, Sir William -Tyrrell and. Lieut.-

£602 12s. 

A sum of twelve shillings each has been 
remitted on letters patent appointing the 
Council of State, on the warrant appointing 
Mr. Philip Snowden to be Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, and on the warrant for letters 
petent granting a contingent annuity to the 
Lord Chanvellor.

ROME, Saturday. 

The Osservatore Romano, the official Vati- 
can organ, prints another leading article 
about Malta, in which it seeks to prove that 
the accusation of “unwarranted interference” 
in the internal affairs of the island levelled 
acainst the Holy See-and the Maltese 
bishops is quite. unfounded. ' The Holy 
See’s action,’’ says the Osserratore, '“ was 


not unwarranted interference, but just and 


necessary intervention.” 

The paper enumerates a series of subter- 
fuges by which, it says, Lord Strickland 
attempted to convince the Maltese voters 
that the action of the Maltese bishops was 
not approved by the Holy See, and it was, 
therefore, ‘‘ necessary to dispel any doubt on 
the Holy See’s approval of the salutary 
action of the Maltese bishops. Equally un- 
founded is the specific accusation made in 
the memorandum of May 30th, delivered bv 
the British Minister to the Cardinal Secre- 
tary of State, that the Holy See had 
rendered negotiations to settle the dispute 
impossible, because it had subordinated them 
to a condition regarding the head of the 
Maltese Government, which. constituted an 
unwarranted interference in Maltese internal 
politics. ; 

“The negotiations referred to above were 
to stipulate a concordat for Malta between 
the Holy See and the British Government. 
The Holy See wished a concordat only if it 
could achieve the religious pacification of 
Malta. but it considered religious peace 
impossible so long as Lord Strickland re- 
mained in power. 
therefore, had nothing to do with the in- 
ternal politics of Malta, but only with ‘the 
proposal for a Maltese concordat, which is a 
bilateral treaty “presupposing the greatest 
free dom of conditions for both the contract- 
ing parties.”

The greatest demonstration that has taken 
place in Fermanagh since Lord . Carson's 
meeting in his Ulster campaign in 1912 took” 
lace here to-dayy* when Lord ‘Craigavon, 

remier of Northern Ireland, headed a pro- 
cession of the Orange Order over one mile 
in length. Fully twenty thousand paraded. 

Sir Edward. Archdale,,.M.P., Bart., Im- 
perial Grand Master, who presided, said they 
met im no spirit of antagonism to their 
fellow-Roman. Catholics, but. to once more

Turning to the question of- Malta, he said 
that though the chief official in Malta, Lord 
Strickland, was a Roman Catholic, the 
Roman Catholic Archbishop had given 
orders that none of his flock was in any 
way to help the Government. That was 
curious fiberty of conscience. That was 
what they were out to protest against. 

PROBLEM OF SAFEGUARDING. 

Viscount Craigavon said that since the last 
twelfth of July he had been round the world, 
and could now bear personal testimony to 
the strength of the Order in Australia and 
New Zealand, as well as in Canada and 
South» Africa, which. he had previously 
visited.

A 
number of Guards were hurried to the scene, 
and after a baton charge order was restored. 

One man received a rather serious cut in 
the head and was taken to hospital. It is 
stated that a woman taking part in the pro- 
cession struck him with a staff. One avrest 
was made. 

Other skirmishes took p.ace through the 
town during the afternoon, and a ‘bus owner 
sought the protection cf the Guards. 


THE TRICOLOUR REMOVED. 

Lifford, which was the scene of sme 
trouble on the last Twelfth, was quiet on 
Saturday. Some young veople who ere sted 
arches of tricolour in the early hours of 
the morning in Main street, Lifford, and on 
Lifford Bridge, were chased by the Civic 
Guards, who promptly took down the flags. 

Escorted by a crowd, ‘the Lifford Urange- 
men marched in provessional’ order from .the 
Orange Hall, headed by their pipe band an 
banner, across the border to entrain for the 
Derry demonstration, 

An arch of tricolours erected on the Coney- 
burrow, road, Lifford, in the courge of the 
night was also removed. | 

A tricolour was again hoisted on Lifford 
Bridge in the evening just before the return 
of the processionists. 

Civic Guards ordered the young man who 
hoisted it to remove it, and he then climbed 
up the telegraph pole and removed it.

‘FALSE SUGGESTIONS AND 
INNUENDOES.”’ 

The Attorney-General (the Right Hon. 
A. B. Babington, K.C.), speaking. at & 
gathering of Bo, Down Orangemen at Lis- 
burn, said:—‘‘ In many respects our internal 
affairs have been subject to criticism—some 
of it fair and some of it unfair; some dis- 
interested and some biased. I do not think 
that as a race we object to criticism. We 
have had enough of it in our time to have 
beéonie hardened, but we have to take Care 
that it does not. upset our policy or weaken 
the strength of publie obimón. Critics are 
of two kinds—well-wishers and others. I! 
would advise you to keep your eyes open for 
the ‘others.’ When. criticism’ is offered upon 
public matters by, persons witconnected with 
the administration of affairs the first thihg 
you should look for is the motive that 
prompts the criticism, and you will find, as a 
genéral rule, that the m@bive helps you to 
understand the dispute. .Jhen yoú should 
weigh up the qualifications of the ‘erttic and 
the sizé of his reflector before forming an 
opinion as to the weight to be attached to 
his utterances, 

“I wonder tf any of you are in the habit 
of reading the Northern notes published in 
the Jrish bee, a newspaper which circulates 
not only among our friends across the border, 
but also among our own people in Ulster. 
I want to warn you that these netes are not 
composed in any spirit of good-will towards 
Northern Ireland. They cover from time to 
time the whole field of our activities as a 
State, and in my opinion (and I always read 
them carefully) they are definitely hostile to 
Northern Ireland, and, while they purport to 
be impartial, they, in fact, are often the 
reverse, and contain false suggestions and 
innnentioes, overemphasis of unimportant 
matters of fact, ad an economy of truth 
which prevents their picture of life in Ulster 
even approximating to the: true facts, In 
short, they contain “all the vices of the 
criticisms that you may sometimes read in 
the /rish News, and I should not like to 
think that our people here and our friends 
across the border accept them at their face 
value. 


SITUATION IN MALTA. 

“Since last year a political dispute of the 
first importance has come to a head. I refer 
to the situation in Malta. Every Orangeman 
shoald make himself familiar with the details 
of this disgraceful squabble. It justifies 
everythin that we have said in our own. de- 
fence and all the steps that our people have 
taken to secure their independence and a 
separate constitution for Northern Ireland. 

‘* Here we have a direct challenge issued by 
the Church of Rome to the temporal power, 
and I have no doubt that, given the time and 
the opportunity, the challenge would not be 
confined to the Island of Malta. I need not 
comment on these facts, as the lesson that 
they convey is open for anyone to read, but 
we may be thankful that His Majesty's 
Govermment have taken up the dhallente, 
have refused to throw Lord Strickland to 
the wolves, and have temporarily suspended 
the Constitution of Malta.’’ 

Dealing with the fiscal 

Attorney-General said : 
_ “Opinion jn Great Britain is rapidly tend- 
ing in favour of some form of Protection, 
and the latest recruits to the Protectionist 
cause are the bankers, who. within the last 
few days, have passed a resolution in favour 
of this change; though up to the present they 
have always been steadfastly opposed to it.

"No less than seven persons—two of 
them women pillion riders—were 
killed in motor car, bus and motor 
cycle accidents, and seven persons 
were injured, some of them severely. 

In one case where a motor bus run- 
ning between Cardiff and Barry killed 
a boy cyclist, it swerved 
avoid hirh, crashed through a fence, 
and stopped on the edge of a railway 
embankment. Its thirty passengers 
had a very narrow escape, for a train 
was passing at the moment on the 
railway thirty feet below. 

Four of the persons injured were 
in motor cats which collided at 
Queen’s road, Erith, Kent, when one 
of the cars broke through a fence and 
ran down on to the Nasithext Rail- 
way. Traffic on the line was inter- 
rupted for nearly two hours.

FOUR PERSONS INJURED. 

Four persons were injured, and traffic 
on the gouthern Railway (England) was 
delayed for a considerable time, as the 
result of a collision between two motor cars 
at Queen’s road, Erith, Kent, last night. 
One of the cars after the collision 
broke down the fence at the side 
of the railway, and ran down the 
embankment on to the railway lines. 
The four occupants of this car were taken 
to the Erith Cottage Hospital. They were: 
Edward Baldock, aged 46, of High street, 
Poplar, and his wife, Rose, aged 42; 
Eleanor Hocken, aged 32, of Mortlake 
road, Ilford, and her husband, William 
Hocken, aged 33. All, with the exception 
of Mrs. Baldock, were able to leave the 
hospital after treatment. 

The currént on the railway litie was 
short-circuited, and had to be cut off. The 
electric conductor rail was displaced for 
several yards. 

Mr. Baldock is the father of Teddy 
Baldock, the boxer. 

The Southern Railway made the follow- 
ing statement last night :—‘* At 8.25 p.m.., 
a car ran on to the line between Erith and 
Slades Green. It was removed, and the 
line was clear at 10.15. A normal service 
was run on a single line, bat the down 
line was blocked for two hours. The delay 
was not serious.”’ 

About thirty passengers travelling in an

Speaking at Swinford yesterday, 
de Valera referred to Empire Free Trade, 
and said that some people wére prepared to 
give up all the advantages of protection “for 


getting a preference over the Dane» in the,

British market. He saw on the part 

certain persons a tendency to get back into 
the Britisn Empire to precisely the sáine 
mosiftion as they were before. As long as 
England had a grip of this country she wonld 
uso that grip to. benefit herself. Any vacilla- 
tion in regard to protection was bound to he 
destructive of enterprise, for who would start 
industries if there was going to be Empire 
Free Trade. Any agreement that. we entered 
into would be to our disadvantage. and what 
little advancement we had made as a result 
of protection would be lost. Any real 
advantage we got would not be com. 
mensurate with the disadvantage of abandon- 
ing the policy of building up our industries. 
Australia. New Zealand, Canada, and South 
Africa could not be exploited’ under Empire 
Free Trade as Ireland could be. He believed, 
however, that those ‘countries would not 
reverse engines now and agree to Empire 
Free Trade No matter what those countries 
did. Ireland should not agree to it, but 
should stand by the demand for economic 
independence. In the attitude of Fianna 
Fail there had been no change m respect to 
the British Empire, Wa that the only 
nope Of this country was to Keep away from 
the entanglements of the British Empire.

HOUSING IN DUBLIN, 

At the recent conference in Dublin atten- 
tion was given to the deplorable housing con- 
dition in Dublin and elsewhere, and. on the 
motion of Mr. George F, Beckett, F.R.I.A.1., 
the following resolution was adapted, and 
will appear in the printed minutes of the 
conference, which are now in the Press—viz. : 
‘The conference is greatly troubled by the 
fact that, although much effort has been 
given to the improyement of housing con- 
ditions in Treland, the housing of the very 
poor still remains an unsolved problem. It 
recognises that the matter Is one of great 
complexity and difficulty, and cannot be dealt 
with in any adequate way except on a 
national basis and by the unselfish co-opera- 
tion of all classes of the community. It sug- 
gests the appointment of Government Com- 
missions, both in the Irish Free State and im 
Northern Ireland, to investigate the whole 


problem 


constructive aspects so as to bring forward a 


well-considered scheme which may fairly 
grapple with the admittedly great difficulties 
of the case and give hope of the healing of 
what at present is an open sore affecting the 
general welfare of the community.

LIVERPOOL MEAT IMPORTS. 


A large ‘number of South American sheep 
and jamth) carcases were included in last 
week’s imports of fresh meat into Liver- 
pool from the. various overseas ports. Six 
vessels arrived with freights as follows — 
The Port Hardie, from New Zealand, with 
21,212 sheep and lamb carcases, 250 car- 
cases of pork and 1,036 quarters of beef; 
the Deseado, from Buenos Ayres, with 
97.030 sheep and lamb carcasses, 110 car- 
cases and 636 cases of pork, 2,176 bags, etc., 
of meat, and 35,405 quarters of beef; the 
Tudor Star, from South America. with 
166,736 sheep and lamb carcases and 1.161 
bags of meat; the Duchess of Richmond, 
from Montreal, with 2,849 boxes of meat: 
the Laurentic, from Montreal, with 145 
boxes of meat; and the Baltic, from New 
York, with 118 boxes of meat—making a 
total of 215.005 sheep and lamb carcases, 
996 boxes and carcases of pork, 5,469 bags, 
etc., of meat, and 36,441 quarters of beef. 
Compared with the arrivals of the  pre- 
ceding week these figures show an increase 
of 146,503 sheep and lamb carcases, 410 
boxes and carcases of pork and 490 bags, 
etc.; of meat, and a decrease of 2,292 
quarters of beef.

cessfully maintain . volleying attack. This 
he drove home with such skill that he took 
the first set to three and the second -to one, 
Lee: having more or less let the last few 
games of this go. Tragedy was abrocd; Lee 
had been condemned, and was apparently on 
the road to execution. He himself, how- 
ever, had other ideas, and at the beginning 
of the third set he woke up and won the 
first two games. He was now playing well; 
Hughes’s cut shots no longer troubled him; 
he. hit like a kicking horse and 
found the corners with the regularity of 
a piston. When Hughes came up he was 
passed either by flashing cross-court shots 
or rapier thrusts down the side lines, and, 
as a variation, well-judged lobs often sent 
him scurrying towards the base line. Lee 
won that third set at 6-4 and a desperately 
hard-fought fourth set at 7-5. With the 
match all square at two sets all Hughes was 
a beaten man, and Lee ran through to win 
the final set without dropping another game. 
Thus a new name was added to the Irish 
championship rell, and it will bo surprising 
if Lee’s does not in time rank amongst the 
great ones, so many of which are to be 
found there. 

MISS WALLIS’S SUCCESSES. 

Miss H. Wallis won her third champion- 
ship by defeating Miss M. French in the 
final of the. Women’s Singles. Her victory 
was not unexpected, for she had overcome 
her most dangerous opponent when she 
defeated Mrs. John Hill, the English 
Wightman Cup player, in the ‘semi-final 
round, Miss French played delightful 
tennis. Her driving, easy and well placed, 
had sting, her service was better than that 
of Miss Wallis, and she was very fast about 
the court. Against Miss Wallis, however, 
a base line game seldom avails, and the 
most penetrating drives were blunted on a 
rock-like defence. Miss French was constantly 
maneuvred out of position, and, though she 
went down with colours flying, there was 
never any doubt about the ultimate winner. 

Miss Wallis had another success in the 
Mixed Doubles, which she won with G. P. 
Hughes, the defeated finalists being V. 
Allman Smith and Miss Fleming. Main 
credit for this victory must go to Miss 
Wallis. Hughes was tired after his long 
singles match, and played badly. His 
— indomitable pluck and steadiness, 

owever, pulled the side through, and the 
win would probably have been more pro- 
nounced if Hughes were not such an 
inveterate poacher. Allman Smith and Miss 
Fleming played very well, and the excellence 
of Miss Fleming's volleying has been one 
of the features of the week’s play. 

The men’s doubles went to Tee and 
Hughes, who, in the final, defeated Allman 
Smith and F. H. D. Wilde in straight sets, 
increasing pressure.as the match. advanced, 
and having dropped three games in the first 
set, only--conceding two in the second and 
none in the third. The opposition forces were 
altogether too strong for the losers, and 
though they made a great effort in the 
beginning and kept pace till the score was 
three all in the first set, they could not keep 
it up. In the cireumstances neither was seen 
to advantage, and Wilde had an attack of 
double-faulting towards the end. 

A SOUTHERN VICTORY. 

The Fitzwilliam Plate was won by the 
South of -Ireland player, E. J.  Mockler, 
whose hefty forearm driving proved too 
strong a weapon for all opponents. In the 
final he met another Southern player, H. F. 
Cronin, and easily disposed of him,. only 
dropping two games in each of straight sets.

PREVENTION OF CRUELTY TO 
CHILDREN. 


Lady HoimPatrick, in declaring open a 
fate and sale of work im aid of the Dubha 
branch of the National Society for the Pre. 
vention of Cruelty to Children Jast Saturday 
afternoon at Bartra, Dalkey, said that while 
many of them were aware of the far-reaching 
efforts, and the magnificent and humane 
work done by the Society in the Dublin 
district to prevent the ill-treatment of little 
children, and of the funds raised by the 
Children’s League of Pity (a junior branch 
of the great society), others: might not know 
of what was being done, and she would, 
therefore, like to. mention one or two figures 
which would convey some idea of the work 
that was being carried out. In the report 
for last year it was stated that 850 cases 
had been dealt with in one year—cases of 
neglect, ill-treatment and. cases in which 
there were requests for advice. These cases 
came to the notice of the Society through 
the ceneral public, the Civic Guards, and 
the Society’s inspectors. They were dealt 
successfully by warnings ina large 
number of cases, by prosecution ina few 
eases, and by good advice given in a great 
many cases. In addition, 3,900 visits of 
inspection were mede durim the year by the 
Society 's inspecters. 

Now it must be quite obvious, added Lady 
HolmPatrick, thet this doing a 
really magnificent work amone the little 
chi'dren of the Dublin district, and I hore 
that it will be supported, so that it may carry 
on that work mm the future as it has done for 
the last forty vears, acting as a buffer between 
the unfortunate hitle ones and a somewhat 
eruel world, that hits them sometimes very 
hard, The purpose of our gathering bere is 
to help those who cannot help themselves, and 
I have great pleasure in declaring the sale 
open, and in wishing it every success. 
(Applause. )

SENTENCE OF ONE MONTH'$ 
IMPRISONMENT. 

Stated to have chartered a boat at 
Boulogne and landed in England secretly in 
defiance of a deportation order, Georve 
Medawar, alias Middard. aged 45, merchant, 
was sentenced on Saturday by. Mr. Hay 
Halkett, the Marylebone magistrate, to one 
months :mprisonment, without hard labour, 
and wes recommended for deportation. 

Medawar was charged with Janding at 
Southend-on-Sea withoute leave of the im 
migration ofticer and with failing to register 
as an alien. 

Detective-Sergeant Stevens 
and Detective Leach were walking through 
New street, Marylebone, when they came 
face to face with Medawar, whom they knew 
to have been deported to France in 1927, 
after serving a sentence of five months’ im- 
prisonment im the second division for obtain 
ming credit without disclosing that he was an 
undischarged bankrupt. When told that he 
would be arrested for landing in defiance of 
the deportation order, he said that he had 
landed that morning and was or, his wavy to 
Ireland. He subsequently denied that, and 
made a statement, which he signed. In this 
he said ‘that he had entrusted a man in 
Paris with a large sum of money to invest in 
England en behalf of a French financial 
group; that the man had disappeared, and he 
wanted to come to England to trace him. He 
was told that he could put the matter in the 
hands of a French solicitor, and that the 
French and English police would give him 
any assistance they could, but the deportation 
order must stand. Faced with this refusal 
he chartered a boat at Boulogne, at the cost 
of £144, and landed at Southend with two 
other men. 

Medawar said that he had no intention to 
defy the English law, but he was more or 
less compelled by the financial group to come 
over here to find and sue his agent, as he 
was threatened with a charge of conspiracy. 
“I was placed between the devil and the 
deep sea, he said, “and I came to Eng- 
land.” 

The magistrate said that Medawar musi go 
to prison for one month without hard labour 
for landing without leave, and. concurrently, 
must serve fourteen days for failing to 
register himself as an alien.
